GREATEST RECLAMATION PRO-
JECT IN WORLD SUCCESSFUL.
LY COMPLETED.

COLONEL IS HONORED GUEST

Cheering Crowds Congratulate Former
President to Whom Is Due Honor
of Btarting Project — Roosevelt
Makes Princlpal 8peech.

Roosevelt, Ariz—Amid the cheers |
of thousande assembled to wit- !
ness the formal opening of the |
largest dam In the world, the Roose-
velt structure across the canyon
of the Salt river, Miss Hthel Hoese |
velt, under the direction of her father, |
touched the button that sent the im-
prisoned waters of the Arizona river |
rippling through the vast system of
canals that will transform this sun-
baked construction town and 200.000|
acres of shifting desert sand Into a |
veritable Garden of Eden. |

The arrival of the Roosevelt party, |
who motored seventy-five miles across
the desert to attend the ceremonies,
was o signal for wild hilarity among |
those assembled to witness the event,
The cheering crowds pressed about
the little group of prominent state
and government officlals to offer |
thanks and congratulations to the col |
onel, to whom in a great measure they |
owed the successfui completion of the |
project, and he repeatedly removed his
hat In acknowledgement of their cor-
dial welcome.

These ceremonies mark the sucoess-
ful termination of one of the greatest
reclamation projects the world has
aver seen. They mean the reclama-
tion of miles of burning desert, the
termination of years of toll under the |
binzing Arizona sun, and the addition |
to Arlzona’s farming lands of a terrl
tory whose productive wealth will
equal that of the most favored farm-
ing districis of the world,

For countless ages the principal
stream of Arizona, the Salt river, awol-
len to torremtlal proportions in the
spring by the melting snows' of lha|
distant mountains and diminishing to |
a tiny ereek under the blazing sun of |
summer, has wound its tortuous
course through hundreds of miles of
sun-seared desert land that needed but
the application of water to blossom
into luxuriant vegetabls life. The |
waste of this rich territory was called ‘
to the attention of Colonel Roosevalt
when he occupled” the presidontial
chalr, and he, In turn, ordered the gov
ernment’s reclamation department to
investigate

Evglneers were sent to explore thc!
valley of the Salt river. Maps were |
made of its winding course and sam- |
ples of Its soll wera forwarded to
Washington, with lengthy reports. |
Here the reports were passed upon by
the reclamation department, the soll
was analyveed and the matter referred
to the presldent, whose warm Interest
had given the schemeo life.

All of this ls produced without di-
rect cost to the people of the Unilted
Biates. The government bullds the
great dam and canal system. It does
not call upon the taxpayers, but util- |
{zes for this purpose a fund derived
from the disposal of public land This
fund Is not given away, It is Invested
in these works, and then the people
who are benefited must pay back the
cost of the investment at sn much per
acre in ten annual installments. The
money coming back is used over again,
every dollar belng relnvestad In addi-
tional works as fasl ns payments are
made for those completed.

This In brief, Is the story of the |
great Arizona, reclamation project, as
outlined by the many speakers who
followed Colonel Roosevelt at the dedi
eatlon exerclses, each of whom pald
enthusiastic tribute to the prosecu
tion of the project by the engineers
in charge and the supporl and luterest |
of Colonel Roosevelt that made the
scheme practicable.

Tuskegee Head Insists He Only
Sought Home of Auditor of Instl-
tute—Ils Given Severe Beating—Un-
able.to Appear In Court.

New York.—Because of injuries he
received Ilate Sunday night when he
was attncked by a white man, Booker
T. Washington, president of Tuskegee
institute, was unable to attend couft
Monday, according to his attorney, and
the hearing of Albert Ulrich, a carpen-
ter, who was charged with making a
felonious assault upon Washington,
was postponed. Ulrich was released

| on §1,600 ball.

Ulrich, a white man, maintained that
he was acting within hie rights when
he pursued the negro educator for sev-
eral blocks before a policeman &ap
peared. Ignorant of the negro's iden-
tity, he declared that his wife had

| complained to him of & negro she had
' met In the hallway of thelir fiat house

In West Sixty-third street.

Dr. Washington, who was sent to
Flowsr hospital, where 18 stitches
were taken in hls scalp, asserted that
his migsion to that nelghborhood was
perfectly legitimate mnd that he had
been made the innocent victim of a
most atrocious assault.

POST BANKS A SUCCES

MONTHS $133,869.

Rewtriction en Baving Ower $100 In
Thirty Days Found to Work
Hardship.

Washington.—"“The postal savings
bank system has been more success-

expected.”

This was the comment made Bun-
day by Postmaster General Hitoheook
on the analysls of the returns from
the 48 postal savings banks which
have been in operation since January
3. The reports from the §8 second:
class post offices where the ponsial
banks are located cover
from the establishment of the banks
to February 28, 1911. In that time
8,923 accounts were opened and 6,861

erage amount of each deposit being
$21.60.

In the same period only 2590 ac
counts were closed by the drawing out
of #he deposits, the total number of
open accounts on Febraury 28 belng
3,664. The net amount on deposit At
the 48 banks after two months of op-
eration was $133,869.

Il the same ratio of deposits and
withdrawals I8 maintained for a year,
the amount on deposit at the end of
the year would be $803,214,

The aggregite population of all the
48 cities in which postal savings banks
thus far have been established is up-
proximatsly 370,000.

Postmaster General Hitchcock is en-
gaged in preparing for the establish-
ment of 250 additional postal savings
| banks, an appropriation of $600,000
having been made by the recent con-
